German Foliticul matters. 

Proposed Partition of Snmoa^ 

Giiardiii(«; a Pi-ccious' Lile. 

Berlin, Jan. 2;!. — In the lower house 
of tht! landtag to day, the national liberals, 
conBervativos and free ccinaervntivoa intro- 
duced a resolution expressing satisfaction 
at the pas.sage in tho speech from tho 
throne nromising moaaures/for the protec- 
tion of Gortuau interests., in East Prussia, 
The resolution also affirms that tho land- 
tug is ready t^ iK$^!fWe''iiecea8ary: fiitida 
to improve the sfat'e aehotils and promote 
oolonial settlementB 

:. »'lho ><ovornment h.is prepared a. bill 
asking for the_ ui>prMpria'ioii of several 
'inillions of m»rk8 for the purpose of buy • 
ing Polish estates 

Tho board of Bgriculturo has sent to 
Prince Bismarck a reaolutiim advising 
that if tha world is aulTeriug from the de- 
preoialinii of silver, extraordinary means 
should bo resorted to wiih the object of 
raising tho price of tntital. Germany, the 
reaolu'cion saya, should do her utmost to 
support all (iForta that may be made to 
that end. The government, it in aiij^tjeat- 
ed, should negotiate with Euglund with 
the view of iiiduoins that country to join 
with Gorniaiiy in the coiiiai^e of silver of 
full value, and thus enable other oouii 
tries to resume the uuliinitod coinage of 
silver. The resolution, of course, is 
warmly commended by the bi-metalliat 
orjjans. 

During the discusairui in tho reicliatag 
on tho (Jiiuiorootis credits, llerr Wind- 
thorat r.harged Llerr Wnerinanti, deputy 
for Hamburg, and the chief of a largo ex - 
porting house, with aonding poisonous 
brandy to the negroes in Africa. Hej r 
Woormann acknowledged that the charge 
was partly true. Ho aaid, however, that 
he had never sent bad brandy to i>ny of 
the German colonies, but to the French 
oolonies, and to them only, ho had shipped 
ru-n ef tho worst (piality. 

It; ia rumored that Getinany is making 
overtures for the partition of the Samom 
islands. Tho proposaN, it is said, include 
the alloliiiont to Eiiglhud of Savaii, the 
largest island of thogr.iU[), (Jeniiany tak- 
ing Upolu, with the port of Apia, and tho 
United States getting the eastern islands, 
iuoluding Turtuila, with the harbor of 
PrtKo-pago. 

Prince liiamarok is giving his support 
to the proposal made by Russia that tho 
powers send a second and sterner sum 
m )iia in order to compel Greeoo and Sor- 
via to disarm, Tho chancellor advises a 
resort to a naval demon-tralion in the ease 
of Grcooo and tho aonding of a warning to 
Sorvia that the Austrian troops will enter 
her territory in tho event of her refusinij 
to disarm her forces. As rosards Bulgaria, 
no hoBtiie 3tei)S are recommendfd , Prince 
Biemarck opiiosing the UuHsiaii uceupa 
tion of that country on tho ground that 
Prince Alexander submits to the advice or 
the powers as far as his position will 
allow. 

EN(JLAND. . 

London, Jan. 23. — The tiews from 
Cheater to-night ii> that e.xtraordinary pre- 
cautions are being taken against any poa- 
niiilH i'H.>nipi on tho life of tho Prince of 
Wales during his stay there. Tho police 
cordon around E.iton H-ill haa been 
doubled and a Inrge force of Boldicrs is held 
in roadineas in case of eiiieriienoy. 'fhe 
grounds around the Doko of Weatminator'e 
residence are fairly covered with detec- 
tives. The utmost vigilance is eiercisad 
and all visitors are compelled to show 
passes befora being admitted to the 
grounds. • 

Lo.sDDN, Jan. 22 —Viscount Craiibro. k 
has been appointed secretary of state for 
war, in plaoe of iVIr W. U Smith, who 
has accepted the oflioe of chief secretary 
for Ireland. 

A deputation of Wi-st Iiulian planters 
to-d«y waited upon Co! C F. A Stanley, 
Colonial secretary, for the purpose of gain- 
ing the government to conlirm a draft of 
a convention. and trade arrangomout with 
the United States. Oul. Stanley held nut 
to them no hope that tho government 
would sanction such a ineasuro. 

Madame L luise Mourey, o-mvicted in 
connection with the Eliza Arm.itrong ab- 
duction case, died in iVIillbank prison to 
i!:iy, of Bright's disease. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Atlant.\, (Qa.). Jan 23 — Carteraville, 
the county seat of Barlow county, ia in a 
state of iiitenae excitement. LhsI night 
some one placed a dynamite cartridge in 
front of tho verandah of the rosidonce of 
United States commiBsioner Collins. This 
morning a telegram reachod Atlanta 
to day requesting immediately a pack of 
bloodhounds, and atatiiiir that dynamitura 
had been at work and had escaped. A re- 
porter of the Constitution went to Car- 
teraville, and reports that the explosion 
awoke everybody in the town, and that 
the wildest e.xcitement prevailed. Tobo 
Jackaon and liis brother Sam were at once 
suspecttsd, becaiiae the commissioner had 
just bonded tho former over for violating 
the internal rovonuo haw and the local 
anti-liquor laws. Sam Jackson was cap- 
tured and is now in gaol. Tube Jackson 
is still at large and is being pursued by 
bloodhounds. 

FouK.sT City, (Ark ), Jan. 22 —Hardy 
Nichols (prarreled with his wife a few 
Jnys at;o, accusing her of uiifaithfulneps. 
They separated and a division of pro[)erty 
was propoBod. I'o day Nichcds' hr.ithers, 
.John and Hince, called at the store of 
Wm. Ourtier, tho woman's father, to 
settle matters. An altercation occurred, 
and Ourtier shot and instantly killed 
Uinea Nichols with ar lle. Then he drew 
a pistol on John Nichols. It snapped, 
and ho quickly reloaded and (ired at Jidin 
.as tho latter ran. John fell one hundred 
yards from thp store, mortally wounded, 
and soon diedi" Ourtier fled. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Cloverdalb, (Cat.), Jan. 23.— The de- 
tails of the double tragedy in which Jesse 
C. Wickersham and his wife figure as hav- 
ing been murdered at their ranch near 
here, were received this morning. A party 
consisting of depiily -sboriti' Crigler and 
two oompsnions returned at an early hour 
and gave a history of what they had aeen 



at the scene of the double murder. Mr. 
Wickersham was found sitting in a chair 
with the blood oozing from a wound in 
tho breast and another in tho breast in- 
flicted by a shotgun. In a bedroom up- 
stairs wore tho remains of Mrs. Wicker- 
sham, tied hand and foot, with a wound 
in the breast which evidently extended to 
the heart and - which caused doath. 
■Valuables were found intact on the 
bodies of both victiina and robbery was 
evidently not the object of tho murder. 
Strong circumstantial evidence points to 
tho Chineao cook of tho family, named 
named Ah Tai, aa having been tho i)or- 
potrator of the raurdurs and thut they 
wore committed on Monday night. From 
information thus far obtained it is learned 
that the Chinaman took tho early morning 
train on Tuesday and reached San Fran-

Paui*, Jan. 23 — The ohamher-of depu- 
ties in voting urj^ency for M Ro'chefort'a 
hill granting amnesty to all poliiical otl'eii- 
ders, IS cauiin;; the govoroineiil no little 
anxiety Prc^sldenl Orevy liiis expri sied 
himself as opposed to pardoning ilie Pole, 
Beorezovasky, who tired upon Alex- 
ander of Russia during the latter'a visit 
to Paris in 1807. M. De Freycinet is said 
to rely upon tho aenate'n rejecting M 
Rochefort's bill in the event o: its passing 
tha ohainbor of deputies. 

M. Vennouille, a wealthy merehatit 
whose wife has been cohabitating with a 
musician named Pro.ilo, met tho guilty 
pair in the Boulevard Temple to-day, and 
drawing a revolver shot and killed Preslo. 
Votineuillo then attacked his wife with a 
sword stick, but tho crowd tliat had been 
attracted by the report of the pistol assist- 
ed tho woman to escape. Tho murdered 
man was married and bad three children. 

Pauls, Jan. 22, — -A number of cabinet 
factories in Belleville were destroyed by 
fire last night. lloleaso from tho build- 
ings waa cut off, and many workmen were 
compullod to jump from windows. Others 
were rescued by means of ropes. All 
those who leaped from the winQows re- 
ceived- severe injuries. Several bodies 
were taken from the ruins last night and 
several more to-day. The peouniary loss 
ia 300,000 francs.

TAituYTOWN, (N. Y.), Jan, 22. — A 
gai.-: of £;x masked burglard roljbed 
three houses iu North Tarrytowii last 
nixht. Their most succpspful raid wan 
that upon the widow of General Henry 
Storms. The only persons in the house 
were Mr. Storms and another lady. 
"Tlio burglars terrified thf-m with 
tlireata of iuKlatit dealli, and alnio.st 
sniolbered Mrn. Storms with a pillow. 
They then ran.sacked the housf, and 
carried away everything tlii.-y coultl lay 
their bends on. 

They carried awav a si rvice of silver 
plate weighing 600 ounceH which was 
presented by a brigade of cavalry to 
their commander, General Storms, be- 
sideti other arttclPB of high value to the 
family as relic.i. These included .t jiair 
of candU'stiokH, very masaive, which 
were brought to this country just after 
the cloHO of the War of Indepenriei'DP, 
and a .silver-hiked sword which (ieiu-r- 
al Scott carried at the battle of Lun- 
dy'a Laue. They also took another 
ailver-bilted sword set with gems which 
once belonged to General Masaena, and 
was carried hy him in the Italian cam- 
paigns, as well as christening cups of 
silver, apoblleu' .spoons and nli the ac 
cuiiiuluied domestic siiverwiire for 
three gHnerations, Th'* burglura in ad- 
dition to the above took all the money 
and family jewelry they could find, 
and a lot of brio-a-brao andanliqu? cut 
glassware. Tho property stolen was 
valued at many -thousand dollars. Tho 
thieves made tx clean sweep and it is 
f(?ared that they took without exfimin- 
atiou aud may debtroy many curiou.s 
relics of no value, which were stored 
with other articles, and may be melted 
into bullion. 

The other houseti entered were 'hose 
of James S. See and H. F. Tunibard. 
In the forrat-r tiiey uasaulted Judge 
See and secured bin watch nud many 
other vuluablpH. From the latter they 
took a large quantity of silverware.

opening of a BQsaion ia i-einarliable for a 
painfully upparant ullort to conceal ba- 
Qcatb a uiUBi uf verbiugo the real aim and 
iutention of a goveroment. It is rare, in- 
deed, that a tipoeob from the Tfirono ia 
nuted fur frank diaingeaaouBness. Tiiere 
i« often evidence of a feeling that the 
government have only met the ropresen- 
tftlivei becauae they are oonipolled by law 
to do su: and tho scraps of information 
nhiob the speech diacloitea are ladled out 
in iDGnitoBsimal doses, like the pono'urth 
of ioa cream with which the old street 
womea tiokle,but by no moans satisfy, the 
palates of luvenile oustomurs. We think 
it can bo clainied for the present ({ororn- 
mont that the speuchaa they hars placed 
in bis honor's handa at the oponint; of 
four successive aassiona have boon distill- 
(•uiahnd for franknesa &i well as ability. 
The document that was road yesterday is 
not only uommunioative and confidential 
in tone, bat bears evidaacs that ttis 
ministry during the races* have not been 
idle spectators of what has bnen going on 
about them, and that on all matters 
affecting ths welfare of the province 
where they have nut anticipated popular 
sentiment they have at least keot pace 
with it. Tiika the Srst and second 
clauses of the address .wherein the 
country is congratulated on con- 
tinued proapunty and tho hopeful 
prospect is hehl out that its varied 
resources ■will be steadily and iucreasiugly 
developed; au'i the happy allusion to the 
completion of the overland railway and the 
promise it holdH out of an increase of inter- 
proviueial trailic and the opening up of a 
new avenue tbroujju ■which will flow the 
trade of the Orient. During the rcccsa tho 
necessity of defensive works on the provin- 
cial coast and the importance of length su- 
ing the graving dock have bton vigorously 
agitated by tho proas. Here, ag:;in, the 
speeuh shows that the goveriimeut have 
pressed both matters upon the nttonlion of 
the Dominion goverumonl, and although 
immediate HUcot-sa Las not attended the 
effort, there is reaBOuto believe that eventu- 
ally the objects will bo attained. The 
iiiland railway, we aj-e told, will be complet- 
•d early in the approaching summer. It Is 
sboMru that its conatructiou has stimulated 
the settlement of the island lands, more 
land hu-ving "been taken up by actual set- 
tlers in the various distriots embraced with- 
in the railway bell on the island during 
that period than bad been ucijuirod during 
all the previous yearn." Hnppy alhi.sion id 
made to tho viait of Lord Lau.sdowne. The 
act to prevent tiio lauding of Mongolians 
baa been declared ultra uirej of this houB*; 
but the Chinese regulation act baa not been 
challenged and is in operation. Certain of 
its imposts having been declared uucunsti- 
tutional by the snprenie ootirtof the pre v- 
inoe an appeal has bean taketihy the gov- 
•rnmentto the snpreme ooart of Canada. 
ABanoBtoomeoCpopnlarandlegislativeagita- 
tion in this province the Ottawa parliament 
passed an act regulating lliu landing of 
Chinese, wliich has been attended with 
"bttiieticial rosulls." The rich promise 
held ou* by ^he Qranitn Creek and I3ig 
fiend raines, and the eiloria ot the gov 
ernment to iiave the varied products of 
tho country represented at the London 
exhibition in May are referred to. The 
increased cost at the a.di;ii;.:3triiti ■ of 
justice is deplored; but it is iutiniatud 
that at "whatever coat, law and order 
must be maintained." The eouDtry is 
assured that the interests of the provritioe 
will not be forgotten in any renewal of 
the Waahiiigtun treaty that may be ar- 
ranged, The government, over alive to 
tho educa ;ioiial wants of the province, 
have established many new acbools; and 
while the expenditure has been heavy it 
ia not begrudged, because the want of ta- 
creased school acoommodation is evidence 
of an increased population. Two com- 
mibsions are recommeudod — the one to 
consolidate the laws and the other tu pre- 
pare a scheme to goTOrn theacquiBition and 
use of water rights east of the Oascades, 
All who have experienced the annoyaDce 
and expense caused by the nasatisfftotoiy 
condition of the statute books and the 
strife mid litigation that have arisen from 
the uncertain tenu re under which water 
privileges are held, will cordially agree 
with these wise propirsitiuria. It ia aatis- 
faetory to know- that "the ravenuo has 
continued steadily to increase, that for th« 
last Qsckl year having; exceeded the esti- 
mate ounsidurably " Ri>gardod either in 
part or whble the speech is admirably and 
concisely drawn — the facts are frankly 
stated and the deductions are logics- and 
sensible, without being ia the least bom- 
bsatic The speech ia one of the best 
state papers eror presented to a ISrilish 
Columbia legislature. The governinent 
have met the hnuao and, later on, will 
face the ciiistitueacies, feeling assured 
thai they have merited and will be ac- 
corded a oobtiuuanoe of their cuiifidenco .

X 'Winnipeg special says: The party sent 
out lost October by capitalists interested in 
opening the Hudson Buy route to make a 
preliminary aurrey of the country along 
Hud.sou Bay, to doteniiine the feasibility 
and cost of countructiug a railway, returned 
to-day.

N.\NAiMO, Jan. 25. — Tho U.S. gunboat 
Pinta has just returned from a cruise to 
Wrangol and Schecau where she took the 
governor and several deputy marshals to 
arrest an Indian who had murdered some 
other Indians lost winter in a drunken 
row. On tho arrival at Schecin of tho 
Pinta the deputy uiarahals and the inter- 
preter randed and proceeded to the chief's 
house and there they found their nmn. 
They tried to induce him to comu on 
board of the Pinta by saying that tlie 
governor, the big chief of Alaska, wished 
to see him and have a talk with hitn about 
Schecsn. He replied that he did not 
want Alaska's big chief and if the big 
chief wished to see him ha could como un 
shore and see hiiu. The deputy tnarslials 
finding they could not induce the Indian 
to come on board the Pinta undertook to 
put B pair of handcufls on him to bring 
him on board. When the Indian saw 
what they were going to do he drew his 
laruo knife and luado a raid on one of tho 
officeri and would hiivo killed him had it 
not been for some of his follow oflicers 
who were close by at tho time and caught 
the Indian by the arm an ha was about to 
plunge the knife into Mr. Hanlin, tho 
deputy niarahul. After a hard tussle with 
several Indians who came to their chief's 
rescue, the marshaU finally succeeded in 
getting tho chief in irons and landing him 
safely on board the Pinta and he is now 
in Sitka gaol. 

The Pinta had a stormy trip from Sitka 
to Wrangel. 'I'ho trip took her tHtelve 
days, distance 170 miles. The good peo- 
ple of Sitka were grieved yesterday on 
the arrival of the Idaho to learn that 
Oapt. Carroll, her coniinaiidor, had been 
■ ick in bed the entire trip, and as soon us 
the steamer was ducked the doctor from 
the Pinta was called on board to attend 
to his wants. It is run\ored that he will 
bo taken ashore and romain ovor until ho 
recovers. Ue cannot get proper medical 
treatment on board. 

On thu 15th inst. the mining town of 
J uneau was starUod by a torritic f.splcaion. 
It was about 6 o'clock in the morning, 
when everybody was asleep, that the ex- 
plosion took place. Everybody rushed to 
find what was tho occasion of it. On in- 
vestigation it was found that auniobody 
br.^^ ■» largo caee of dynainito 

under a house occupied by half-a- 
dozen Chinaman. The explosion as so 
great that it completely destr'iyed one 
aide of tho house; but fortunately it did not 
hurt any of the Chinftmen. The eiplowiou 
was 80 heavy that it did a great amouui of 
damage to several stores in tho ni>if<hbor- 
hood, and espeoially to Home drug stores in 
the same block. Ou tho following day tho 
citizens held a meeting and raised the sum 
of $1500 aa a reward for tho arri--st and uon- 
viotion of the partici who oauiied the t-xplo- j 
c'j , but up to the piuatut time thoy have | 
not been able to tiiiil the guilty ones. If j 
the wretches should be found there ia no | 
doubt they would bo lynched by the oiti- I 
zeus. 

The weather at Juneau for the last ten ! 
days has been quite cold, with the ther- { 
mometer standing at zero, and atroug gales j 
from the north. 

Tho (piartz mill on DoughiH island is j 
shipping by this steamer sevcutj-ilvo itiou- 
HHud dollars in gold harH.

In nioeiinK you at this, your forth aes- 
eioti, I am glad to bo able to congrituUfo 
you upop the continued prosperity of tho 
country, and the hopeful prospect of its 
varied rosonroos bein^ steadily and in- 
crucaiiigly duvoloped. 

The atupoiuious work of constructing 
the Canadian Paciiic railway from tho At- 
lantic to the Pacitic has boon aiicoeasfuUy 
accomplished, and the iron banu nhich 
nuw spans tho continent entirely within 
British territory luay ba confidently oi- 
peciud to prvjduco etTacta beneficial alike 
upon Dominion and provincial interests. 
Tlio people of thia province will be drawn 
ni.jre uluauly to those of the othsr prov- 
incea, and inter-provincial trade will be 
stimulated. As an alternstivo route be- 
tween (ireat Britfjin and her Asiatic pos- 
sessions, the r.iilway will, doubtless, be re- 
garded by the Imperial government as of 
^ront importance to tho interests of the 
empire. 

The eatabliahinent of strong defonsire 
works at the rariouo points of the coast, 
uoooasary to prevent hostile approach to 
thia new national highway from tho waters 
of the Pacific, should be pressed upon the 
attention of the Doiniiiioii and Imperial 
govorninents, with a viaw of causing our 
iiaturHl strategic position lo be recogniz- 
ed and transformed into a formidable out- 
post of British power and prestige. 

Work on the Island railway has been 
prosecuted with commendable energy. 
Already tho rails are laid more than half 
the distance between Eiijuimilt aud Nan- 
aimo, and proportionate progress ou the 
remaining part will secure the completion 
of tho entire road in early summer. I 

Tho benefits accruing to tho province 
through the construction of this road are I 
important. The settlement upon lands . 
along its line which took place to so groat ! 
an extent in tho year 1884, has oontinuod ] 
unabated during thu your ju.'^t closed; and 
it is very gratifying to bo able to state 
thiit more land has been taken up by ao 
tual settlors in the various districts em- 
braced within the railway bell ou tho ia- | 
land during that period, than had been i 
acquired during all tho previous yeara. j 

Work on tho graving dock lias made 1 
satisfactory progroaa, and it is confidently 1 
expected that during the coming Bumraor j 
it will be available, in case of need, for the 
reception of any vessels in these waters. 

In view of the establishment, in the 
near future, of a line of lar{;e steamers for 
liana-Pacific trade, which will probably be j 
longer than the present dock would ac- j 
cummodato, it has become apparent thai j 
it should be lengthened to a sufHcieiit j 
extent to meet the requirements of the I 
future. My ministers have urged upon | 
the Disminion government the expediency 1 
of pruviding for aucl) enlargement while i 
tho work IS in progrosB; but anxiety to 
secure the earliest possible completion of 
the work seems to have induced the Do- 
minion government to defer extension 
until a future period, when it may be 
easily done, although at a somewhat in- 
creased coat. 

Since I last met you the province has 
enjoyed tho honor of a visit from his ex- 
celleiiey the governor-general. Uia 
excellency was iraprossed with the beauty 
of the scenery and the salubrity of the 
climate, and expressed himself as anter- 
taining a high opinion of the resources of 
tho country and groat coiiRience in its 
future. 

The ao'a passed by you last session, and 
tho aesaion previous, to prevent the 
further influx of Chinoae, and to regulate 
those already here, have been only par- 
tially Hueceisful in attaining their 
object. The act to prevent the 
immigration of Ghiness, after having been 
in opei J.li.jn a il.^-it period, was disallow- 
ed by the Dominion government, as being 
■ultra vires of this house. 

An act was, however, passed by the 
parliament of Canada purporting to ao- 
compliah tha nama object. That act has 
been in op-3ration since with beneficial 
results, to a limited extent, and it is to 
bo hoped that at the next session of that 
parliament tho principle embodied in the 
.act referred to may be extended. The 
Chinese regulati(m act, piflsed by you in 
the aeaaion of 1884, but not put in force 
until February last, ia in operation ao far 
as its provisions have not been challeng- 
ed. ;Obj«oUoa b,aviag been . raiied-re- 



specting the constitutionality of certain 
imposta provided, and an adverse decision 
of the BUfiraniP court h-iving bean render- 
ed, stops have been taken to appeal the 
case to the privy council. You will be in- 
vited to consider what further action 
shall be taken to secure' the' objeot aimed 
at by previous logislutiun. 

The discovery of rich alluvial gold 
mines on Granite and other creeks in 
Yale district, is likely to bring about a 
new era of mining development in the 
province. A large mining population, it 
is expected, ti ill be attracted to the new 
diggiaga during the coming season, and 
your sanction will be asked to such ex- 
pandituros as may bo necessary to open 
up that section of oountry with roads and 
trails to facilitate us much as possible the 
successful prosecution of an industry 
which will have so important an intltienoe 
upon the general interests of the whole 
province. 

The Big Bend section of the Kootenny 
district is attracting men and cipital, and 
throurjh thu agonoy of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway company it is believed that 
the rich auriferous quartz veins there will 
soon be made to yield a golden harvest. 

Efforts are being made to have the 
varied products of the provinoe well 
represented at the Colonial and Indian 
exhibition to bo held in London durint; 
the present year. 

The coat of tho administration of jua- 
tico haa boeii very much iucresied. 'This 
ia owing to tho large general increase of 
population, and more particularly in oon- 
sequeuoe of tha influx of people into 
remote and unsettled portions of the 
country. Hut, at whatever cost, law and 
order must bo maintained; and it i> my 
aim to make it apparent that life and pro- 
perty will be protected aud crime pun- 
ished even in tho remotest portions of tho 
Provinoe. 

In view of impending negotiations be- 
tween the Imperial and United States 

governments for a renewal or ouiurgomeut 
of the treaty of VVaEhington, I Uavu taken 
steps to ensure that tho interests of this 
province shall not bo overlooked or mia- 
undoratood. 

The increase of population in the 
various districts on mainland aud Island 
has caused a demand for the establishment 
of numerous new schools, and while, in 
conaequuuue, the expenditure in eonneu- 
tion with our educational system is 
becoming very heavy, tha cause of it is 
nevertheless gratifying as showing iue 
rapid growth of the settlements, 

The^ total product of our gold mines has 
been about the same as the previous year, 
while there has been a slight falling off 
in the outout of coal, owing chiefly to 
tho depreaaed Condition of San Francisco 
market. 

Tho agricultural interests of tho pro - 
vince arc satisfactory, although tiie un- 
usually dry sumtner had the t>:iect of 
spmowhut reducing the yield of cereals 
and roota on Vancouver Island. 

1 recommend tho appointment of com- 
missionurs to revise and consolidate the 
atatuto laws of the province, so that every 
one desirous of becoming conversant with 
our laws, or upon whom the administra- 
tion of j^istico depends, may readily ob- 
tain knowledge of the same. It may bo 
well also that you should consider the 
consolidation of the many statutes rela- 
tive to tho coiisiitutlun and procedure of 
the supreme court. 

Tho question of water rights for irri- 
gating and manufacturing purposes upon 
that piirlioii of the m.UMhuid situate east 
of the Cascades dcmandi* your serious at- 
tention. The constant strife and litiga- 
tion attendant upon the use of water in 
that r-?gi(m, is produitive of great loss to 
tho individuals concerned, and i^, BOnse- | 
queutly, injiirioiia to tho public interests. 
I should lie gl.id of piactici>', but noi 
hasty, Itgial.itii.n on this subject, and 
iuggost your apiioinliiig o( rumissioners, 
composed of persons of ,)ractical oi- 
porience, to submit to the n xt legislative 
assembly a report definite; principles 
which, in their judgment, should govern 
the enjoyment and acquisition of water 
rights . 

The revenue has continued steadily to 
increaae, that for the lust fiscal year hav- 
ing oxcoedod the estimate considerably. 

Tho public accounts will be laid before 
you, and eatim ites fur the publio service 
during tha next year will ba submitted 
for your conaideration. 

I nuw leave you to your deliberations 
with confioonce that your labors will be 
devoted to promoting the best interests 
of the provinoe. I pray that Providence 
may guide your efTorls. 

Thia concluded, tho lieiit. -governor, 
having made tho usual obei.sance, rotirodj 
whereupon prayer waa oll'orud np by the 
Rt.' Rev. Bishop Hills.

inysterlos. Tho greiit man was found in 
his liitchon, sludyins dooply tlio various 
dishes tliut wore being prepared for that 
night's dinner. Jolin is a good chef. 

"Some people oat strungo food, don't 
they?" naked tlio Hcribe. 

"Indeed they do," said Roth, "and I 
like to try any now edible myself, somo- 
times. A little while ago I had a nice 
young dog. Somehow or other tho dog 
broke his leg, and so I killed it. It was 
80 nice and fat I tliouglit I would .see how 
it would t:iste cooked, so I prepared tho 
dog as any one would proi)aro a joint of 
pork, roasted it and served it with tlio 
same sort of dressing one woulii put with 
pork, and to a stranger the joint had all 
the appi>aran>j<; of pork, and it tasted <lel- 
loious. It was very sweet and tender." 

"How do the regular dishes in tlds 
country eonipure with thoFrenel! dishes?" 

"There are many more varieties in this 
country than in Franco and wo can make 
a more varied menu here. Green turtle 
over tliore is a very expensive luxury and 
terrapin is very seldom heard of. Many 
of the fish eaton over hero are never soon 
there, and then game Is more plentiful 
hero. Tlioy havo only one kind of wild 
duck and havo not the canvas-back or 
mallard at ail. Partridges and quail aro 
much snmllor tliere than here." 
" Did you ever cook snails?" 
"Very often, and they are very nico 
when cooked properly. Tlio best way I 
know of to prepare them is to let them 
Boak in salt water for about a couplo of 
days, so that all the gluo and slime about 
them is rembvod. Then take them out 
of their shells and clean them and remove 
tlie hotid. 

"You then piano tJiem In a trine, 
claret or Burgundy, with aorae aromatic 
herbs to flavor iliem, and boll the whole. 
When they liiive become cold take some 
shallots, garlic, sliedwoll, cloves chopped 
ilno and mi:; the snails in with butter and 
red wino. 

"Then place tho snail back In its shell 
and put a little l)utter on it and bake. 
After they uro cooked serve up with bread 
crumbs and melted butter. You know 
English people arc fond of salt water 
snails, winch they call periwinkles. Tlioy 
simply boil tlioso and eat with vinegar 
and popper." 

" Did you over cook any snakes?" 

"I never did, but I havo mot people 
who have told ino that sonio kinds of 
snukos aro very fjood ; and why should they 
•not bo? eels are only snake-s, you know, 
and they are oaten In all sorts of styles." 

" Hats are spoken well of Ijy some peo- 
ple; did you ever cook theinV" 

" Hats are very nico when they are 
young. During Lho French and German 
war while the Germans were surrounding 
Paris they were eaten by the besieged In 
very large quantities. A good way to 
prepare them is to skin them and clean 
thorn, then cut them up and put into wine 
with aroniatio herbs and tlion make a 
frlcaseo of them just as you would of a 
chicken. 

" People used to bo disgusted at tho 
ideaof eating frogs, but now frogs' legs aro 
considered a great delicacy and ai'e in 
groat demand everywhet-e." ^
